4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 11 are allowed because the closest prior art, Reynick (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,714,032) fails to anticipate or render obvious a method of testing analogue or 
radio frequency circuitry for the presence of faults, the method including the steps of: 
ramping up a power supply being supplied to a circuit or component under test to apply 
a plurality of different DC power supply voltages to the circuit or component under test, 
at least one of said power supply voltages being arranged to cause at least some of the 
elements of the circuit or component under test to operate in a predetermined region of 
operation; and measuring the quiescent current of said circuit or component after 
application of each of said power supply voltages to generate a current signature 
representative of the operation of said circuit or component, in combination with the rest 
of the claim limitations as claimed and defined by the Applicant.
